THE STATE LINE TBAGEDT. 


Tha Bottle* of Wheeler »nd Thnuber 


Found—Death Came to Them Pain- 
lessly. 


The party of Odd Fellows and mem- 


bers of the Guards mentioned in ye's- 
terday morning's JODHKAI, which or- 
ganized night before last to go up to 
State Line and assist in the search for 
the 
entombed 
woodchoppers, afte* 


waiting until nearly 4 o'clock yester 
day morning for the delayed train to 
start, received word from Superintend- 
ent Whited that they would be charged 
75 cents each for fare. This was not in 
accordance with what they understood 
the night before, as they thought they 
had been granted free transportation. 
The matter was discussed and it was 
decided to go up by private convey- 
ance. Gus Koppe agreed to furnish 
two of his busses and another was se 
cured of Mr. Hytners. The rescuers 
left here thirty-two strong at 5 o'clock 
and arrived at the scene of the disaster 
at half past 10 o'clock. At Verdi they 
were joined by twelve others and to- 
gether they began their difficult task. 


The Verdi members came prepared 


with about twenty long iron rods, 
which were found to be of splendid 
service, and led ultimately to the re- 
covery of two of the bodies of the 
victims, Wheeler and Thrasher. 


The rods were pushed down in the 


snow until they reached the earth or 
were intercepted by something lying hi 
the &now. Often this was a log or 
boulder, but in every instances some 
one was set to work with a shovel to 
dig down to it and discover its true 
character. 


At one place 500 yards below where 


the cabins stood a blanket was found, 
and at another place an undergarment 
belonging to Wheeler. 


FINDING OF WHEELER. 


It was about 1 o'clock when one of 


the searchers was rewarded with the 
finding, with his iron alpenstock, of 
something in the snow about three hun- 
dred yards below the site of the cabins, 
that felt like a human body. Instantly 
several shovelers were set to work, and 
at a depth of about six feet, lying upon 
his face upon the. old snow, was the 
form of Wheeler. His limbs were 
stretched out naturally with the ex- 
ception that one of his legs was bent 
upwards, and underneath his breast 
one hand was doubled. Not an im- 
pression in the snow indicated that 
any struggle had taken place nor any 
depression below his nose or face indi- 
cated that he had ever breathed after 
the first terrible shock had deprived 
him of life. Death, so far as ever will 
be known, came to him instantly and 
painlessly. His body bore no marks 
or bruises excepting a slight cut upon 
the hand. 


After tbe body was taken out it was 


wrapped in a blanket and conveyed 
down the two miles of steep and slip- 
pery frozen snow upon a sled impro- 
vised of two snowshoes, the same which 
had borne young Ede down to Hamlin's 
mill. On arriving at the foot of the 
canyon it was put in a wagon and taken 
to Verdi in charge of E. O. Krans of 
the Odd Fellows, who there constructed 
a rude cotfiu in which it was brought 
down to Keno on the swing train, Mr. 
Krans accompanying the remains. 


THE FINDING OF THRASHER. 


But there was another sad object on 


that train which had been put on board 
the cars at State Line; it was the body 
of Thomas Thrasher which had been 
found about three hours after the find- 
ing of Wheeler, but in a different man- 
ner. A dog belonging to Sam Wiley, 
which had followed the party from 
here up to the place, was made to smell 
the body of Wheeler. He was then 
sent over the snow and with his keen 
nose to the snow-cvuat the animal, as 
though understanding the nature of 
his mission, ran swiftly back and for- 
ward while the men worked. Three- 
quarters of a mile balow where the 
cabin stood the dog suddenly thrust 
his nose into the snow and began dig- 
ging with his paws. 


Wiley, who was near by ran to the 


place and thrust down his alpenstock. 
About four feet below the surface it 
touched some foreign substance. At 
once the nlbn began digging and soon 
uncovered 
the 
body 
of 
Thomas 


Thrasher. It was lying naturally, 
strange to say, upon the bed where hew 
was lying when the disaster came. Be- 
neath him were the blankets and two 
mattresses and under his head was the 
pillow which the avalanche, hi its wild 
progress, had not displaced. After be- 
ing removed his body was carried down 
the mountain side by means of the 
blankets and placed upon the train. 


THE OTHER BODIES. 


About half a mile below the site of 


the cabin a cut was made across the 
canyon which was dug down about 
seven feet. In this cut portions of the 
cabin were found, a door lock, various 
other articles and two blood clots. It 
is believed that near here will be 
found the body of Michael Wanner. 


The body of Leon Nelson is expected 


to be found near where Thrasher was 
discovered, as he was scuffling with 
him at the time the avalanche struck 
them. The rescuers toiled all day with- 
out rest, scarcely stopping long enough 
to eat. It was nearly sundown when 
they ceased work and went down the 
mountain. 


As another party from Eeno had ar- 


rived to relieve them, the following 
came on to Beno: 


R C. Leeper, B. F. Curler, J. Sharer, 


Bob Ede, Geo. Bliss, Gns Koppe, Dr. 
Phelps, Seth Trylor, Justus Taylor, 
Frank Lievre, Walter Dewing, B. V. 
Borden. 


Charley Leeper, it is feared, froze 


one of his feet while getting Wheeler's 
body out, as in the excitement he did 
not notice that it had become be- 
numbed.

CNDER THIS DOME. 


Tbe Bland Seigniorage Bill—Its Discus- 


sion—Walker River Reservation. 


The Bland bill is occupying the at- 


tention of Congress at the present time 
and some lively tilts are occurring. 
Able speeches are being made. 
Its 


passage is probable within a week or 
so. Tracey the leader of anti-silver 
forces concedes its passage. The text 
of the bill is as follows: 
"A bill directing the coinage of the sil- 


ver bullion held in the Treasury, and 
for other purposes. 
"Be it enacted by the Senate and House 


of Reprtsanlatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That 
the Secretary of the Treasury shall 
immediately issue silver certificates of 
the same denominations and monetary 
functions as is now provided by law 
for silver certificates, in the amount 
equal to the seigniorage of tbe silver 
bullion purchased under the provisions 
of the Act of July fourteenth, eighteen 
hundred and ninety, entitled 'An Act 
directing the purchase of silver bullion 
and the issue of Treasury notes there- 
on, and for other purposes,' to-wit: 
The sum of fifty-five million one hun- 
red and fifty-six thousand six hund- 
red and eighty-one dollat-s. That such 
silver certificates shall be immediately 
available for the payment of the cur- 
rent expenditures of the Government, 
and all laws relating to silver certifi- 
cates, as far aa practicable shall be ap- 
plicable to the silver certificates herein 
authorized. 
That 
said seigniorage 


shall be coined as fast as possible into 
legal tender standard silver dollars 
and the coins held in the Treasury for 
the redemption of the silver certifi- 
cates. 


" SEO. 2. That the remainder of the 


silver bullion purchased in pursuance 
of said Act of July fourteerth, eighteen 
hundred and ninety, shall be coined 
into legal tender standard silver dol- 
lars as fast as practicable, and the coin 
held in the Treasury for the "redemp- 
tion of the Treasury notes issued in 
the purchase of said bullion. That as 
fast as the bullion shall be coined for 
the redemption of said notes, the notes 
shall not be reissued but shall be can- 
celed and destroyed in amounts equal 
to the coin held at any time in the 
Treasury, and silver certificates may 
be issued on such coin in the manner 
now provided by law. 


"Sso. 3. 
That a sufficient sum of 


money is hereby appropriated to carry 
into effect the provisions of this act." 


Congressman Newlards has intro- 


duced a bill to forfeit Walker Biver 
Indian Reservation and also a portion 
of the Pyramid Lake Reservation. The 
bill was referred to the Committee on 
Indian Affairs, from which a favorable 
report is expected in the near future.

KeminUcenses of a Noted Pioneer of the 


Times When Men Miule Money. 


EDITOB JOURNAL:—Believing that you 


at all times have in view the welfare of 
the masses of our people, I ask you to 
give place in your columns to the 
speech made by one of the old Califor- 
nia pioneers, a Mr. Majors, in favor not 
only of silver but for the toiling mass- 
es and two million poor who are to- 
day suffering on account of the exac- 
tions of the bondholders and backed 
up by John Sherman of Ohio and 
Grover Cleveland, President of the 
United States. I know not what polit- 
ical party Mr. Majors belongs to and 
don't care, but whether Republican, 
Democrat or Populist, I say all hail to 
him and may ten thousand repeat what 
he said in favor of justice and human- 
ity. Following is the address refered 
to which was delivered 
before the 


Transmississippi Congress last week at 
San Francisco.

RENO, February 21,1894. 
At the Wednesday session of the 
Congress, Alexander Majors, origina- 
tor of the pony express system in vogue 
in the late '40's and early '50's, a man 
in his 82d year, but hail and hearty 
still, was called for and gave the Con- 
gress the benefit of his long experience 
in the West. He said: 
" I was a full fledged business man 
at the time gold was discovered in Cal- 
ifornia, I have been in existence long 
enough to 
become history myself. 
When I was a young man there was no 
money in the country, or so little of it 
as to amount to nothing. And yet we 
were independent and self-sustaining 
You couldn't buy a man's vote in those 
days, either. Then the gold fever came, 
and mark the change. In three to four 
years after the gold was discovered 
the gold was not held stagnant in tbe 
banks. It went into the leather sacks 
and pockets of, say, one hundred thou- 
sand men and they went back to the 
States and distributed it to tbe people 
of the United States. That gold and 
silver raised the value of property 
nearly 100 per cent. I lived in Missouri 
and my farm doubled in value, and so 
it was all over. Think of it, these hun- 
dred thousand men putting a double 
price on everything of value in the 
United States. Everybody was happy, 
and everybody had money in their 
pockets. 
" Suppose that should happen to-day. 
Think how many could pay off their 
mortgages and tide the time over and 
be happy. But it does not happen. 
The reverse has happened. Money is 
tied up and silver is valueless. Gen- 
telemen, thia is a crisis—a dark one. 
In my whole life I have seen nothing 
like it. These millions of mortgages 
must be foreclosed. The money is 
going into stagnant pools Nothing is 
being done, and people are starving. 
" Now for silver. Free coinage—un- 
limited coinage—would set 200,000 men 
working. That means $600,000 a day 
going into the people's hands. At 
once the reople could go into the cities 
and buy machinery and 
stare the 


wheels of industry on a new and bet- 
ter basis. There is lo.s of money in 
tbe country, they say. So there is, but 
it is behind doubly locked bars, and 
only the burglar can get at it. I wish 
he would, and blow it all over where 
good people could get their hands on 
it. [Laughter and applause.] 


GOLD AND SILVEB TWIN METALS. 


"Gold and silver are found together 
—twin metals placed by nature in the 
same cradle. They are one by nature. 
And 1 say those whom nature has 
bound together let no man tear them 
asunder. [Laughter.] 


'• Knowing that all tbe lauds in the 
United States were bought with silver 
dollars, knowing of the sacrifices that 
were made by the pioneers of the West 
who paid for its lands and found its 
silver mines, is it auy wonder that I 
cry out against the brutalmonster that 
threatens to crush the life out of the 
industries of that country and debase 
the money on which it depends ? 
" We want money, iry friends, and 


we want it for all of us, and not for a 
few. 
I am an old man now and waiting 


for the shroud, and glad I shall be to 
embrace it when it comes. T have no 
future, but you young men have, and, 
oh, gentlemen, I want to see you put 
your shoulder to the wheel and see 
this thing through. Pledge your Rep- 
resentatives to help you out of. this 
money trouble. If they go back on 
you, 
brand them and spurn them. 


Have nothing further to do with those 
corrupt legislators - who, when they 
came home, are kissed by their mother 
behind tbe ear because they dare not 
look them in the face. 
" I close with this. If you could get 
$100,000 into free circulation among the 
people it would do more good than all 
tbe legislation Congress could do in 
ten years. 
"You might as well expect to cut, 
down trees without axes as to encour- 
age industry without the use of free 
silver dollars."

In tbe presence of the Chi- 
nese, all Earopeana and Americana are 
parvenns. Tbese people bnrned coal 
before the Christian era. They invent- 
ed priming 1.000 years before Oaten- 
berK and Faust nourished, and they 


1 knew the nse of gunpowder when our 


lorefatbera were using bows and ar- 
rows. In most things which appear on 
the surface they are onr antipodes 
They mount a horse from tbe right Bide 
instead of the left, read from left to 
right say west south instead of soatn- 
wtst their mariner's needle points to 
the south. th« men wear petticoats and 
the women trousers, they shave tbe 
fronts of their beads and not their faces, 
shake their own bands instead of each 
others us a greeting, write their family 
names first and their given names aft- 
erward. have their marginal notes at 
the top of their books, place a distin- 
guished guest on the left and are care- 
fnl not to uncover in his presence, wear 
white for mourning, tho men sew and 
the women work in the fields, and soon 
to the end of the chapter. 
. 


We shall find in China the origin of 


much that we have seen in Japan. The 
position of Woman in tho family andso- 
ciety is about the same, except that the 
Japanese women do not cramp their 
feet and therefore can go about more 
treely 
Tho domestic architecture is 


simil r, so far as external construction 
goes, but the Chinese bonse3 have no 
mats, and the people do not .squat on 
the floor. Both wear loose, flowing 
robes, which tbe Chinese button, bat 
the Japanese do not. In the conversa- 
tion of the people the Chinese indulge 
in honorific as much as the Japanese, 
it is the correct thing to ask your friend 
to condescend to come from bis elegant 
bouse to your miserable hovel, or to al- 
low his distinguished cup of teatode 
scond to your unworthv uelf. The Ch%- 
nese classics are also the classics in Ja- 
pan, and the Chinese ideagraphs are 
nsed by Japanese writers. Education 
is mainly etiquette. Tbe Chinese have 
a 000 rules of behavior, which the edu- 
cated man must know. If a man have 
bad manners, they say he is not edu- 


The Chinese sages, like Confucius, 


Mencius and others whoso works are 
classics, enunciated a high grade of 
etbica. 
Confucius stated the 


rule, though negatively, thus: If 
is anything 1 do not want done tome,, 1 
will not do it unto another. 
His eth- 


ical teachings take rank with those of 
the Greek and Roman moralists ana 
tho Hebrew prophets, but are without 
reference to a Supreme Being who re- 
quires us to keep his commandments. 
The family customs are similar to the 
Japanese. Society is patriarchal. The 
family, not the individual, is consid 
ered. Marriages are arranged as in Ja- 
pan to perpetuate the family, and go be- 
tweens are employed to settle the terms. 
There ia only one wife, but concubines 
are taken into the house at will. The

inK the cages arc- generally shaped _m 
form of a dome; this shape intensities 
the sound, and the birds are pleased 
with their o wu mu&ic.—Popular Science 
News.
